London, October. 21.—The worst

In the ultimatum delivered to the 
government Thursday by 600,000 
ailway workers, the. threat is 
nade that unless negotiations are 
reopened immediately or the govern- 
ment accepts without reservation 
the miners’ demands, every railroad 
in the country will cease operation 
at midnight Saturday. 

For first time since. the labor war 
broke out, England views the situ- 
ation with consternation. The strike 
of the railway workers means in- 
stant paralysis of all business. Lon- 
don will feel the pinch of starva- 
tion within a- week. Not an indus- 
try of any size would continue op- 
eration for more than a few days. 

Labor Against Entire Nation. | 

The issue t becomes one of la- 
bor against the entire nation. 

The public is asking “now what 
will Lloyd-George’s government 
do?” Will it be equal to the emer- 
gency or will it go under and throw 
up its task in the face of economic 
chaos? It is highly probable that 
the first political result will be the 
calling 
the premier. In other words, the 
little Welsh statesman, who has 
fought through so many crises of a 
more or less degree of danger, will 
go to the country for support. He 
probably will get it. 

In the meantime there is the ad- 
ditional cause for worry in the atti- 
tude of the transport workers, so:

which the prisoner weenie T last

From the government side, it was 
stated at the home office that the 
lord mayor had been fed last night. 
It was explained there that the 
prison doctors were under instruc-. 
tions to use any possible means to 
keep him alive, but that. during 
consciousness. he resisted attempts 
to administer nourishment. Their at- 
titude is, it was stated, that when 
the lord mayor is unconscious and 
unable to resist, they are carrying 
out their orders if they then give 
him food. 

“They Tricked Me,” He Cried. 

The Seif-Determination league's 
account of the feeding said that the 
lord mayor, upon regaining con- 
sciousness, detected the taste of the 
meat juice and said to a sister 
near him: 

“They tricked me, 
know it.”

‘resulted in the death of one bandit, 
the serious wounding and capture of 
two others, and the probable fatal 
shooting of a bank clerk. More than 
200 shots were fired. 


The battle was the culmination of 
one of the most spectacular bank 


robberies ever staged in this state, 
during’ which eight bandits held up 


the Bedford branch of the Cleveland 


Trust company. 


The dead mah was identified by Ber- 
tillon experts as Albert Joyce, alias 
Johnson. William Petrie, a bank 
clerk, was the victim of a shotgun 
in the hands of a citizen, who had 
answered the burglar alarm and 
mistook him for one of the bandits 
as he emerged from the bank. Phy- 
sicians say he is dying. 

The robbery occurred just as the 
bank was closing. Six of the gang 


entered with drawn revolvers and 
commanded the five employes and 
three customers to the rear of the | 
puilding. The employes were forced 
to lie on their faces, and the cus- 
tomers were placed under guard in 

a room 

Seizing all the money in sight, 
said to amount to $60,0v0, the Dan- 
dits rushed to the street. Aimost in- 
stantly, George C. Flickinger, man- 
ager ot the branch, touched the bur- 
giar alarm which sounded in every 
downtown business house of Bed- 
ford. 

E. W. Porter, a tire dealer. one of 
those attracted, fatally shot Joyce, 
who was at the wheel of the waiting 
automobile.

Governor Cox Attacks 
Speeches of Harding, 
Taft and Johnson—Al- 
leges Harding Is Again 
“Wobbling” on League. 


Baltimore, October 24—Governor 
Cox, of Ohio, in address f large 
audience at the armory here to- 
night pounced bite and lashed vig- 
“of 
Speeches yester@ay of Senator Har- 
ding, former President Taft an& 
Senator Johnson, of Californai, de- 
claring that they evidenced further 
“wobbling” by Senator Harding 
upon the league issue. 

At the same time the democratic 
presidential candidate further em- 
phasized his league policies, declar- 
ing that “helpful” reservations 
should be a prerequisite to ratifi- 
cation. 

“Every one who is against the 
league is against me,” Governor 
Cox declared, insisting that Senator 
Harding, his republican adversary, 
stands for “strapping” the league, 
The governor also asserted that be- 
cause Of league differences between 
powerful republican groups’ the 
election of Senator Harding could 
not bring ratification. 

“It is this, league of nations or 
no league of nations,” was another 
doctrine laid down by the democrat- 
ic nominee, speaking from the plat- 
form where President Wilson was 
nominated eight years ago. The 
governor asserted, quoting Yudge 
Taft, that a new peace association 
of nations was impossible, 

Taft and Harding Attacked. 

Fiaying yesterday’s league pro- 
nouncements by Senator Harding. 
Mr. Taft and Senator. Johnson, 
Governor Cox said that Judge Taft 
expressed confidence that Senator 
Harding would cause ratification 
and that Senator Johnson expressed 
equal assurance that Mr. Harding 
would reject the league. 

“Either Johnson or Taft is 
wrnog,” the governor declared, “and 
only Senator Harding can tell the 
American people which one is 
wrong. If Senator Harding has not 
given a private assurance to both 
men, then his declarations are s0 
ambiguous that Tart’ interprets 
them one way and Johnson another. 
It is the duty of Senator Harding 
to advise the American people 
frankly who is right—Johnson or 
Taft. If he fails to do it, he may 
be regarded as an imposter, delib- 
erately seeking to deceive the 
American people.” 

The league here and also at Wil- 
mington, Del., where the governor 
made his only other address today, 
virtually was his sole topic. His. 
Wilmington audience hissed the 
names of .Senator Harding when 
he referred to the republican nom- 
4inee’s signature to the “round 
robin,” and Senator Lodge, of Mas- 
sachusetts, whom the governor 
again. denominated “the greatest 
conspirator . . . in history.” Large 
crowds at both Wilmington and 
Baltimore cheered the democratic 
campaigner. -

Washington, October 21.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Plangs for the. 
organization of a $12,000,000 cotton 
export and crop financing corpora- 
tion were adopted at a meeting here: 
late t8day of bankers and repre- 
sentatives of cotton interests at- 
tending the convention of the 
American Bankers’ associatior. The 
meeting approved suggestions con- 
tained in a report of a committee 
headed by Robert F. Maddox, Ate 
lanta banker, to move: at once in 
the direction of preliminary steps 
towards organizing the corporation, 
Tentative arrangements provide for 
the payment gf half the capital 
stock, or an fhitial working fund 
of $5,000,000 capital and $1,000,000 
surplus. 


Capital subscriptions, the plang 
suggest, will be based on an assess- 
ment of $1 a bale on cotton raised 
in the respective states, thereby 
making the organization one of in- 
fluence throughout all. territory 
which has had difficulty in finan- 
cing: the movement of the cotton 
crops.. The decision to call for: the 
initial payment of only half of the. 
totai capital. means, therefore, that 
the subscriptions will be pro-rated 
among the purchasers of stock on 
the basig of 6&0 cents per bale, 

Purposes of Corporation. 

It was made clear by speakers at 
the meeting that the purposes of 
the corporation, 
ganized under the edge act amend- 
ing the federal reserve act, is not 
to hold the cotton crop, but to in- 
sure that the commodity be moved 
“at a time when the market is 
stagnant.” 

Under provisions of the Edge act, 
the corporation is enabled to han- 
dle trade acceptances—agreement 
of the purchasers—to the amount 
of ten times its capital and sur- 
plus, or in the case of the proposed 
orporation, the ability to handle 
acceptances of cotton purchasers to 
the amount of $60,000,000. Al- 
though there was no specific men- 
tion made, there were indications 
that formation of the corporation 
would immediately open the way 
for the sale of cotton in Europe, 
where the demand is estimated at 
3,000,000 to 4,000,000 bales. 

The committee informed those in 
attendance at the meeting that it 
would make “no extravagant 
promises,” but that it hoped that 
the establishment of such a corpo- 
ration would be “of tremendous 
benefit to the south.” The meeting 
was told also that the corporation 
wopld not prove a “remedy for all

Report of Committee. 

The report of the special commit- 
tee which made the preliminary ar- 
rangements and led the way in the 
preliminary stens follows in part: 

“On Tuesday, October 19, 1920, a 
special conference was called of 
some of the southern bankers pres- 
ent at this convention and the gen- 
eral gubject of the difficulty of 
financing exports of our garicul- 
tural products and other commodi- 
ties was discussed, As a result of” 
this discussion, you instructed your 
chairmen to appoint a committee to

souri, Virginia, Oklahoma and Flor- 
ida. 

“Your committee feels that 
the time is past for oratory, spe- 
cial appeals to governmental or 
other authorities, and that it is time 
that we of the south take-hoid of 
this situation and help ourselves 
as we can as we will co-operate 
in the manner hereafter suggested. 

“Your committee first of all dis- 
cussed the question as to whether we 
should interest ourselves in a@ cor- 
poration which would look after the 
actual marketing of our products 


or confine our efforts to providing 
the necessary financial means to 
take care of the credits resulting 
from the sale of such products. It 
was the unanimous conclusion trat 
while it is possibly advisable to vr- 
ganize a number of trading corpo- 
rations under the Webb act or oth- 
erwise, it would hardly be practica-~- 
ble to have an organization which 
would attempt the actual selling of 
goods for the entire south. Your 
committee therefore recommends 
that the question regarding corpora- 
tions be left entirely to the judg-

“Your committee feels that it 
should not be difficult to get sub- 
scriptions for $12,000,000 of stock

amount cannot be raised unless we 
have the fullest co-operation of 
every southern state represented 
here today. 

“It is not at all intended to havé 
this export banking corporation lim: 
it itself to the financing of cotton 
exports, but for the immediate pres- 
ent that proves to be the greatest } 
need, and as cotton is the principal 
product of the south, your commit- 
tee feels that perhaps each staté 
Should contribute towards this pro- 
posed capitalization en the basis of, 
Say one dollar per bale of the 
amount of cotton raised in the re- 
spective state, and pay 50 cents per 
bale.

RESERVE BOARD 
TO AID FARMERS. 

Dallas, Texas, October 21.—As- 
surances that the federal reserve 
board will co-operate with the farm- 
ers to the fullest extent by grant- 
ing bankers longer credit on cotton 
notes was given today by Judge W. 
F. Ramsey, federal agent for the 
federal reserve board in the Elev- 
enth district, in addressing a con- 
ference of Texas ginners, bankers 
and business men here. Judge Ram- 
sey emphasized that the financial 
condition of the nation fs as sound 
now as it had ever been. 

“The Federal Reserve bank will 
function properly in giving member 
banks longer time on cotton paper,” 
Judge Ramsey said. “Credit has been 
available for cotton as in other in- 
dustries and I sée no reason why 
that credit should be discontinued.” 
He added that the federal reserve 
board of directors favors a system 
of gradual marketing of cotton, but 
that they would not support an iron- 
clad rule of holding cotton indefi- 
nitely. ; 

He urge@ the adoption of resolu- 
tions embodying the following prin- 
ciples: | 

‘TInanimous support of a move- 
ment to organize a large export cor- 
poration to establish credit and to 
market the cotton crop. 

“Combining of all activities to bet- 
ter market conditions but to lend 
no aid to price-fixing. 

“Inauguration in Texas of a cam- 
paign for.-greater diversification of 


crops. © 
“RBstablishment of cotton ware- 
houses to be maintained by the 


state.”

Owing 
to the exceedingly busy season 
among the farmers of the county 
the showing is considered to be 
highly praiseworthy. 

One of the most interesting ex- 
hibits on the grounds is that of .the 
Monroe schools, whose highly cred- 
itable handiwork occupies the great- 
er space of a large tent situated in 
the southern part of the grounds. 

The hibit made by the colored 
people is a most interesting one and 
has received very warm commenda- 
tion from the visitors.

Woman’s Department. 


The woman’s department at the 
fair is necessarily small this year, 
but what is lacking in quantity is 
fully made up in quality. The home 
demonstration exhibit is splendid, as 
is that of the Canning club girls. 
Thi display of breads and dairy 
products are quite up to the standa- 
ard. There are also on display 
hand-made dress forms which are 
great lavor-saving devices. There 
is no doubt that much good has re- 
sulted from the home demonstra- 
tion and canning club work, and we 
hope that it may be extended into 
every home of our county that has 
need of it. 

One of the most interesting fea- 
tures of the fair is the work of ex- 
amining the children of the county 
under the auspices of the Red Cross 
and the child welfare department of 
the Woman’s club. The services of 
a Red Cross nurse, physicians, and 
dentists had been secured, and the 
examinations are conducted free of 
charge. Miss Frances Maltby, of the 
American Red Cross, the nurse in 
charge, has made many friends since 
her arrival in Monroe. Several 
things occurring since her arrival 
here have gone to show what a 
blessing a community nurse would 
be to our: people. 

The exhibits of the Boys’ Corn and 
Potato clubs are especially fine and 
reflect much credit upon all those 
taking part. 

The poultry exhibits, in charge of 
H. G. McGaughey, is one of the’ best 
that has ever been made at the fair, 
and has received much favorable 
comment. 

This year’s fair is being held for 
the first time on the new grounds 
of the association, located a short 
distance from the heart of the city. 
Several months ago the fair officials 
purchased from the county a tract 
of five acres, consisting mostly of 
gullies and underbrush, but with 
possibilities that are now being re- 
alized. 

Owing to the haste in preparing 
for this year’s fair, tents had to be 
used for the housing of the exhibits.

New Situation Outlined. 


To comprehend the new situation 
fully it is but necessary to recali 


that when Governor Cox won his 
San Francisco his 
opponents classed him as an anti- 
administrationist and asserted that 
his victory was a bitter defeat for 
the president, an assertion that 
was made stronger when Homer S&S. 
Cummings, of Stamford, Conn., was 
displaced as national chairman by 
George White, of Marietta, Ohio. 


The governor's managers assert that 
the shift was made.after it was 
recognized that he had chosen wise- 
ly in making the defeat of the 
league treaty by the senators the 
paramount issue, and Senator Har- 
ding had blundered by his complete 
rejection of the covenant ‘at Marion 
and at Des Moines. 

Entrance into the contest by 
President Wilson, through his open 
letter upon Article 10, his prompt 
repudiation of the language at- 
tributed to him by Senator Spencer 
and his swift demand upon Senator 
Harding for an explanation in the 
matter of the French negotiations 
has added strength to the decision. 

In consequence of this last-hour 
alignment Governor Cox has encoun- 
tered a strong, far-reaching and 
well-organized anti-Wilson attack, 
coupled with a special concentration 
of fire on Article 10. All talk of 
complete rejection has been silenced 
and promise substituted of an ulti- 
mate ratification under terms that 
will: be satisfactory to the friends 
of world-wide peace. 

Cox Counters by Direct Attack. 


With the promptness that has 


1uarked his decisions and the celerity 


that attends his actions in this cam- 
paign, the democratic nominee has 
countered by direct attack. He has 
ignored Senator Harding, mention- 
ing him only as a vehicle of satire 
of ridicule, and has gone straight 
towaru what he considers the real 
leadersh’'p of the new republican 
tactics—Root, Taft and Senator 
Henry Cabot Lodge. 

Everywhere the governor has seiz- 
ed opportunities to denounce as 
Shameful the attacks upon a sick 
man “as much tke victim of the 
war as any soldier who fell in the 
trenches of Flanders” and to defend 
Mr. Wilson’s vain efforts to reach 
an agreement with what he terms 
the senate oligarchy. But he has 
assertec consistently that it is not 
‘“Wilson’s treaty,” and from the be- 
ginning has announced that he 
would accept reservations, includ- 
ing the five offered by Senator 
Hitchcock, which embrace and meet 
all the major objections to the cove- 
nant. 

Republican hecklers, mostly for- 
tified behind petticoats, have vain- 
ly endeavored to trap Cox, but he 
has come out the victor in every 
instance. Harding is not popular in 
Ohio. The party is stronger than 
the candidate. On the other hand 
Ohio nationally is normally repub- 
lican by a safe majority, and the 
democratic strength in the Buckeye 
State today is due to the stronghold 
of Cox, the individual, upon _ the 
people, and to the ever-growing 
sentiment that the league of nations 
is a league Of peace and means the 
disarmament of the world. 

At the present writing put Ohio 
down for Cox and Roosevelt.

part of the time taking a violent 
fozm. The bulirtin concluded: 

“It should be made clear that the 
meat extract given the lord mayor 
during his delirium on the sixty- 


ninth day of his fast was the first 
nourishment which had passed his 


lips since his arrest on August 12.” 


The Brixton prison officials con- 
tinued today to put liquid autriment 
in Lord Mayor MacSwiney’s mouth 
during his periods of delirium, it 
was declared in the noon bulletins of 
the Irish Self-Determination league. 

The bulletin stated the lord. mayor 
remained in a delirious condition all 
the mornir~. at times beine Violent. 
His limbs, it was said, worked spas- 
modically all the time. He was mo- 
mentarily calm as the bulletin was 
issued. , 

The lord mayor, it was added, did 
not recognize relatives who visited 
him today. 

Scurvy Covers Whole Body. 

The league’s mid-afternoon bulle- 
tin said: 

“The lord mayor continues in a 
delirious state, but is calmer. He 
still fails to recognize his frela- 
tives. Doctors who have just visit- 
ed him say there is a serious de- 
velopment of scurvy which covers 
the whole body.” 

In isc house of commons today, 
Edward Shortt, the home secretary, 
said in answer to a question, that 
the condition of Lord Mayor Mac- 
Swiney was very serious. Until yes- 
terday, added the home secretary, 
the doctors had given the lord 
mayor only medicine, but. yesterday 
during semi-conscjousness they gave 
him a little liquid food. 

Mr. Shortt was asked whether this 


meant that the doctorsWere forcibly 


feeding the lord mayer. . He- replied 
that im this case forcible féeding 
consisted in holding the cup to his 
lips. The swallowing, he said, was 
voluntary. 

Answering ‘another query, Mr. 
Shortt said it was not true that 
evidence had recently come to light 
showing that nourishment had~been 
administered on other occasions. 

Lord Mayor MacSwiney, added the 
home secretary, was detained in the 
Nrison hospital.

There is no logical or fundamen- 
tally sound reason for a continuance of the presen. decline and the producing and business iriterests 
of the entire South are marshalling all the resources that they can command to resist any further in- 
roads upon the value of the staple and to bring bick to a fairer basis the selling price of this great 
commodity, which plays such an important part in the trade balance of the nation.

Some weeks ago when cotton prices first began to tumble, there was some “dumping” of cottcn 
in certain sections of Texas where previous crop failures made it necessary that the producers should 
realize sufficient money to pay their present obligations. This unfortunate and unwise move, how- 
ever,*has been gréatly checked and Texas farmers are joining with those of other sections in hold- 
ing their product until the market rises to a level that will permit them to at least break even for

Cotton Actually Costs Well Above 
30 Cents a Pound to Produce 


Commissioner of Agriculture, M. C. Allgood, of Alabama, is quoted as follows: “Based on ques- 
tionnaire sent broadcast over Alabama, cotton has cost 34 cents a pound to produce, yet the spin- 
ners are asking the cotton planters to feed and clothe themselves and work eight months for 


nothing.”

According to the best information obtainable anid which is generally accepted by the ‘ile as 


being approximately correct, it has cost to produce this year’s cotton crop an average of well above 
30° cents per pound. Labor has been scarce and consequently high-priced—even the unskilled cot- 
ton pickers being paid three times as much as they earned before the great World War started. 
Every commodity required in the making of cotton, including the further charges for bagging, ties 
and ginning, has increased materially in cost, these ‘figures being a matter of record rather than 


theoretical opinion. 


Some Comparative Pre-Wer and Present 
Figures on Othsr Crops 


As bearing upon the general: question of pre-war 
levels, we beg to submit herewith some comparative 
data regarding prices on that other staple, wheat. On 
September 30, 1913, the price of wheat ranged from 88%c 
to Y5c per bushel. On September 30, 1920, the price of 


wheat ranged from $2.31 to $2.37 per bushel. This simple 
statement shows that cotton is much nearer, refativ. ‘y, 
to a pre-war level than is wheat. The same conditicn 


exists in comparison with other commodities, although 


not so pronounced as the examiple above given.

Some Supplementary 


According to a Liverpool bulletin dated September 
23, the mill stocks of cotton in Japan were, on July 31, 
266,000 bales, the average monthly consumption, 60,000 
bales, which at the present time would leave in Japan 
only a little over one month’s supply of cotton. These 
figures were furnished by the International Federation 
of. Master Cotton Spinners’ and Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion and indicate clearly the potential demand that ex- 
ists in Japan.

; Councilman Ashley expressed the 
belief that if such an embargo is 
declared, a considerable decline in 
America’s coal prices wil] result. 
The resolution specifies that forelgn 
ships touching American shores may 
take’ on supplies of bunker coal. 
Councilman Ashley believes that a 
|concerted request by the various 
cities of the state that an embargo 
be placed on coal export will bear 
much weight in the matter. 

The resolution was introduced in 
council only a day after Senator 
William J. Harris had wired to the 
interstate commigrcé commission. 
the federal trade commission and 
the department of justice urgent 
protests against export of coal. 
Councilman Ashley predicted on the 
council floor Thursday afternoon 
that if an embargo is not soon 
issued, Atlanta will be paying $30 
to $50 per ton for coal before 
Christmas. He said that the re- 
quest for an embargo was not un- 
reasonable, as embargoes have been 
previously issued to relieve situa- 
tions similar to that confronting 
the nation at present. 

War on Scalpers. 

Alleged ticket scalpers who are 
said to have cornered the market 
on tickets for the Tech-Centre foot- 
ball game at Grant field on Satur- 
day, October 30, and who cherish- 
ed visions of rich harvests from 
greatly advanced prices for. the 
muchly-desired pasteboards, had 
their dreams somewhat shattered 
when council adopted a resolution 
calling upon the city’s police forces, 
both regular and Volunteer, to co- 
operate in a movement to have ap- 
Prehended any persons attempting 
to sell tickets at a price greater 
than the face or box office value.

The feedral reserve system was 
given unstinted praise by the na- 
tional bankers’ group in resolutions 
adopted at their final meeting, 
while the approval of the equip- 
ment corporation and the pledge 
to go before the state legislators 
where necessary to obtain revision 
of laws prohibiting investment of 
trust funds in such securities was 
voted hy tke savings banks sec- 
tion. Their action was based on 
the increased‘ value given all rail- 
road securities through creation of 
the equipment corporation, the res- 
olution said. 
Indorsement of the federal re- 
serve system, which included ap- 
proval of its administration. 
brought the national bankers again 
in sharp opposition to the stand 
taken by the state bankers wh? 
yesterday denounced several] phases 
of the reserve board’s work. Lead- 
ers in the two groups of bankers 
believed tonight the differences be- 
tween the two sections might come 
to light when the report of the 
resolutions committee reaches the 
floor of the convention tomorrow. 
All resolutions adopted jn sectional] 
meetings will be considered by the 
association committee and final] ac- 
tion be taken by the convention as 
a whole.

"SERVICE MEN AND LAND. 
In the matter of extending as- 


sistance to ex-service men desiring 
to attain a foothold in the soil and 
to become farm owners the United 
States suffers by comparison with 
he Canadian government.

upon an underpinning of unprece- 
dented financial strength. 

Congressman William C. Wright, 
of the Fourth Georgia district, is- 
sues a statement of similar pur- 
port; and now Secretary Hester, 
of the New Orleans Cotton -ex- 
change, puts the world on notice 
that not only is the south not 
“broke,” but that it is so prosper- 
ous that it holds In its own hands 
the cure for the temporary ailment 
from which it is now suffering in 
connection with the universal drop 
in prices, affecting particularly its 
cotton. : 

OF COURSE THE SOUTH IS 
NOT “BROKE!” 

But the south is making more 
noise than other sections of the 
country where conditions are no 
better than they are here; and 
there is danger that the enthusi- 
asm of its protest may be misun- 
derstood as indicating a condition 
that does not exist. 

The truth is, the south is suffer- 
img only from a temporary ailment} 
that is affecting industries every- 


where. 


That ailment is the result of the 
world-wide movement from high 
to lower price levels—a_ thing 
which everybody in the world has 
been demanding. 

When the drop comes everybody 
is satisfied at the decrease in 
every other commodity than the 
one in which he is directly in- 
terested. 

As a matter of fact, there is no 
section of the country that is in 
better condition than the south. 

Sooner or later there is bound 
to be a demand for cotton at bet- 


ter prices. 
We have it, and the world must 


buy it! 

We need simply to market the 
crop by degrees, sit steady in the 
boat, and to stop trying to convince 
the world that we are “busted.” 

Everything then will begin to

“making hay;” as aresult of which, 
according to the latest available 
statistics, Canada has placed 19,181 
service men—some of them Amer- 
icans—on Canadian lands, and 
loaned them money for develop- 
ment purposes. During the same 
period—two years—more than 
7,000 service men have taken up 
free Canadian homesteads, and 
acquired title to a soldier’s quarter- 
section (160 acres) in addition. In 
all, approximately 8,000,000 acres 
of Canadian lands have been al- 
lotted and sold to soldiers, and are 
in process of becoming producing 
farms within another year or so. 
Canada has approved applications 
for farm loans from a total of 
40,820 veterans of the world war, 
to meet which will require $150,- 
000,000, and ultimately, perhaps, 
$50,000,000 more than that.

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Of Methods for Price 


Editor Constitution; I have read 
with interest discussions 
Constitution for the past few days 


regarding the price differences in 
the various grades of cotton pre- 
vailing at this time. 


There is but one fair method of 
}arriving at the price differences in 
the grades, and that is to ascertain 
the relative percentage of dif- 
ference in value when the grades 
are spun into yarns. Raw cotton 


is produced primarily to be spun 
into yarns, although- this fact does. 
not generally appear to be recog- 
nized by the growers. Some years 
ago an appropriation was made 
through the United States senate 
to the amount of $56,000 for the 
purpose of making a test of the 
various grades of one inch upland 
sjeple when spun into yarns. 


These tests were made in textile 
institutions in South Carolina and 
Virginia on grades from good or- 
dinary up to middling fair. The 
result of these tests are very in- 
teresting and show but slight dif- 
ferences in value when the grades 


were converted into yarns, bleached 
and applied to the testing ma- 
chines. The value of yarns is 
based upor relative fineness and 
strength. The yarns made from 
the government test were No. 22’s 
wa The yarns made from mid- 
dling, unbleached, showed a break- 
ing strength of 60.5 per cent and 
a wastage of 10.38 per cent, while 
the yarns from low middling in- 
dicated a breaking strength of 61.4 
per cent and a wastage of 12.22 per 
cent, In this case the breakine 
Strength of low middling was .09 
per cent stronger than middling. 
with a lossage in waste of only 1.84 
per cent. 


In the same yarns bleached mid- 
dling cotton showed a breaking 
Strength of 58.3 per cent while low 
middling yarns broke at 63.4, !ndi- 
cating a superior breaking strength 
of 5.01 per cent, while the wastage 
differences remained the same as 
for the unbleached yarns. Basing 


the price differences of middling 
and low middling cotton upon these 
tests for spinning purposes the real 
intrinsic difference in the price ef 
the two staples should not exceed 
40 points, or $2 per bale. The pres- 
ent market spread between these 
two grades is 700 points or $35 per 
bale. The testing differences be- 
tween middling and good ordinary 
showed a relative price difference 
On intrinsic value only 120 points 
or $6 per bale, while the present 
market spread between these two 
grades is 1,400 points or $70 per 
bale. If the price of middling cot- 
ton drops to 14 cents, on the pres- 
ent spread in price differences there 
would cease to be any market val- 
a whatever for good ordinary cot- 
on. 

To give all the comparative dif- 
ferences shown as a result of this 
government test would take too

The cotton mills would not pur- 
chase the lower grades so long as 
the price of the higher grades 


were considered dirt cheap in com- 
parison with the profits in yarns 
and manufactured fabrics. This 
applies to American and English 
mills. Our best market for the 
lower grades in central Europe has 
been closed, and these conditions 
have made it possible for the cot- 
ton trade to fix the price differ- 
ences in grades upon any basis they 
desired. 

Under normal conditions the price 
differences in grades should be 
based upon their relative spinning 
value, dnd this must be done if 
the farmers are to receive the rel- 
ative intrinsic value of each grade.

BRONCHO-PNEUMONIA. | 

The name applied to  broncho- 
pneumonia by the older doctors was 
better than the modern name. They 
called it capillary bronchitis, siniie: | 
ing that it :s essentially an in-| 
flammation of the smallest bron- 
chial tubes. And a still older title 
is half-way descriptive, too—the | 
disease was once known as “suffo- | 
cative catarrh.” Suffocative was! 
right, but we need not apply the 
meaningless name of “catarrh’ to 
anything unless we are not sure 
what we are talking about. 


Unlike ordinary pneumonia (lobar 
pneumonia, lung fever, pleuro-pneu- 


recent issues, broncho-pneumonia is 


usually secondary to some other 
illness, and it usually develops 
gradually or insidiously without the 
sudden chill of onset commonly 
noted in the ordinary lung fever. It 
is likely to occur in the course of or 
as a sequel to measles, whooping 
cough, diphtheria, chickenpox, scar- 
let fever, influenza or acute enteri- 
tis (protracted diarrhoea) in’ in- 
fants. Notwithstanding the fears of 
parents, it seldom follows ordinary 

ronchitis in children, and this fact 
perhaps accounts for the great faith 
some parents place in various reme- 
dies applied in bronchitis to ward 
off or prevent pneumonia. 

I do not mean to say that external 
and internal remedies are without 
value in bronchitis or in broncho- 
pneumonia discomfort. But it is 
silly to imagine that any known in- 
ternal or external remedy will pre- 
vent pneumonia, or break it up. It 
is the veriest chicanery for any 
healer to pretend that he can abort 
or break up pneumonia. All such 
assertions are founded on nothing 
more substantial than a happy 
agreement between Old Doctor Na- 
ture and Trained Nurse Coincidence. 

Whenever a child with measles, 
chickenpox, whooping cough. or 
other disease shows a noticeable 
increase of fever, increased cough- 
ing, more rapid pulse and more 
rapid breathing than usual, parents 
should immediately summon the 
physician to determine whether 
broncho-pneumonia is developing. 
Here some one rises to ask why call 
the doctor to settle the question if 
the doctor can’t prevent or break 
up the pneumonia? Good medical 
treatment aims to help the patient 
weather the illness, and when I say 
medical treatmenc I do not neces- 
sarily mean plying the patient with 
medicines, for that is but a minor 
feature of skillful treatment, though 
often a vitally important feature. 

In ordinary pneumonia the dan- 
ger is failure of the heart and the 
nervous system from the poison of 
the pneumonia germs. In broncho- 
pneumonia this poisoning feature js 
usually secondary, and the, chief 
danger is gradual suffocation, ind!- 
cated by an increasing duskiness 
or  lividity, mental stupor or 
letically inclined, playing tennis, 
swimming, hiking and rowing a 
drowsiness and cessation of the 
previously frequent coughing.

Charged With Attempt to 
Bribe Federal Dry 
Agent. 


What promises to be the most in- 
teresting trial yet heard in the 
United States district court this 
term has been set fer today, when 
John Henry Hardin, of Wood- 
stock, Cherokee county, will face 
an indictment. charging him with 
attempting ot bribe an officer of 
the United States government. 

Hardin has employed a prominent 
lawyer of Marietta to defend him. 
The prosecution will be conducted 
by Paul Carpenter, assistant 
United States district - attorney. 
Hardin has been at liberty since 
his arrest last spring, having fur- 
nished bond for $3,000. 

By planting a dictagraph in the 
room of 2 local hotel, Hardin was 
trapped in an alleged attempt to 
bribe E. E. Dixon, agent of the 
federal prohibition enforcement de- 
partment. The arrest created quite 
a stir among tthe mountain folk, 
as Hardin was a prominent farmer, 
a former grand jury foreman and 
Sunday school worker. He has 
served an eighteen months’ term 
in the federal penitentiary for dis- 
tilling. 

The trial of Jim Brown, Henry 
county white man, charged - with 
violating both the federal prohibi- 
tion act and the old revenue law, 
was begun Thursday and will go to 
the jury sometime this morning. 
Brown is represented by Attorney

Governor Hugh M. Dorsey has 
received the following extract from 
an address delivered by Judge W. 
E. Thomas before the jurors of Col- 
quitt county on law enforcement 
and the duties of citizenship, which 
he states should be read and ob- 
served by every one: 

“The barrier Which divides civil- 
ization from the primal jungle is 
the law. It is the might of the 
law, wisely and fearlessly adminis- 
tered. It is the respect for the obe- 
dience of the law on the part of 
the members of society, that keeps 
the fetid breath of anarchy from 
our cheeks, 

“We have noticed press accounts 
of lawlessness in different parts 
of the nation, involving throwing 
of bombs and destruction of human 
life; we noticed accounts of the 
burning: of thousands of bales of 
cotton, the lawless destruction of 
cotton gins, the dynamiting of dip- 
ping vats and other evidences of 


violence designed against the prop- 
erty of others’ by the _ so-called 
night, riders. In the midst of this 
spirit of restlessness Which seems 
world-wide we wonder how we are 
to be able to save the integrity of 
the commonwealth. 

“T recall an instance of a primi- 
tive Baptist preacher of the old 
schceol, whose ministerial work cov- 
ered certain rural districts in Geor- 
gia. :He was not a literary man 
and his teachings largely dealt with 
the practical affairs of life. His 
constamt themes were ‘honesty of 
his people,’ ‘ideal citizenship,’ fhe 
integrity of the country and the 
enforcement of’ its laws.

Your letter of October 12th 
asks a very natural question, and 
one which demands a full and 
frank reply, which I am glad to 
make, 

While the prices of a great 
many things have, apparently, 
been reduced, these reductions in 
prices do not apply to articles 
used by the telephone company, 
or affect the expenditures neces- 
sary in the construction, main- 
tenance and operation of the 
telephone plant. 

The following classes of ex- 
penses constitute more than 95 
per cent of the cost of furnish- 
ing telephone service: 


LABOR 


More than 55 per cent of the 
total expenditures of the Com-- 
pany in randering service are for 
wages and salaries; less than 
one-tenth of one per cent of this 
being for executive and genera! 
salaries. 

The wages paid to our em- 
ployees cannot, and should not, 
be reduced:- On the: contrary, 
they must be increased, in many 
cases, to bring our wage scale 
on a level with wages paid by 
unregulated businesses, so that 
xe may retain our skilled em- 
nNloyees necessary to give you 
efficient service. 


VATERIAL AND APPARATUS 


Many items of material and 
ipparatus are involyed in the 
current maintenance of the prop- 
erty, entirely apart from the 
enormous quantities involved in 
the construction of new property, 
and this represents a large item 
of expense. There has been no 
reduction, nor any indication of 
reduction, {in the price of these 
essentia] articles, in practically 
all of which the labor, freight 
and hauling cost is by far the 
largest proportion of the total 
cost, 


We know that the manufac- 
turers of telephone equipment 
and material have orders booked 
for two years in advance, with 
a constantly increasing demand, 
and which in turn makes a re- 
duction in price in the near fu- 
ture most improbable. 


FREIGHT AND PASSENGER 
cOosTs 


Our annual expense for tite 
transportation of freight and 
passengers is more than one 
millfon dollars. No one expects 
the Railroads to reduce their 
charges under the level of costs 
in rendering their serivce. 


‘RENT 


Except in the larger centers 
our central offices and stocks of 
material are housed in rented 
buildings, and even in the larger 
centers we rent varying amounts 
of properties. 

Like everyone else, our rents 
have been greatly increasd, with 
no prospect of any reduction. 
Even in pre-war days all leases 
for property occupied by us were 
-enewed only at higher charges 
‘han for the previous rental 
oeriod. : 


HOTELS 

The board-and-lodging bill for 
our men who must travel in con- 
nection with the operation and 
Maintenance of the property 
costs many thousands of dollars 
every year, and we cap see no 
prospect of the hotels lowering 


charges. 
ELECTRIC’ POWER & LIGHT; 
STREET CAR FARE 


We spend many thousands of 
dollars every year for these 


services rendered to employees © 


engaged in the maintenance of 
the property. In the majority of 
cases the rates charged by 
these companies have been 
substantially increased, and 
there is no thought of any re- 
duction. The Telephone Com- 
pany, like al’ others, must pay 
ticse increased rates. 


PAPER, PRINTING AND 
STATIONERY 


We consume tons of paper for 
bookkeeping, correspondence and 
directory purposes,and pay Many 
thousands of dollars for printing 
annually. This item of expense 
has increased in percentage more 
than the others, and no one has 
suggested that any reduction in’ 
these costs is probable. 


COAL BILL 


The Telephone Company pur- 
chases coal in large quantities to 
heat the buildings occupied by 
its employees in rendering the 
service. 

We, of course, must pay what- 
ever price is necessary to secure 
the coal for this purpose. 


INSURANCE 


Even where the actual rate 
per one thousand dollars has not 
been increased, we are compelled 
to carry a larger amount of in- 
surance than in pre-war days in 
order to protect ourselves in the 
reproduction of any of the prop- 
erty which may be destroyed by 
fire, and this is reflected in a 
very large increase In the total 
‘nsurance bill. 


TAXES 


This expense, both Federal, 
State, County and City, has in- 
creased every year we have been 
in business; the increase this 
year being unusually high. There 
is no probability of this expense 
being reduced. 

‘We do not pay any excess 
profit tax, because we have never 
earned enough to be subject to 
that tax. 


BUILDINGS 


It {is common knowledge that 
the cost of erecting any kind of 
building now, as well as making 
alterations and repairs, which 
constantly confront the Tele- 
phone Company and which in- 
volve material, labor, freight and 
hauling, is on an enormously 
higher plane than ever before. 
In so far as the cost of materials 
may be reduced will this total 
cost be reduced. 

The only way we can furnish 
adequate facilities for your use 
from year to year is by con- 
structing the buildings in which 
to house the central] office ap- 
paratus in the larger centers; as 
well as enlarging existing build- 
ings to serve the increased needs, 
and this work must be carried on 
from year to year without de- 
lay. This involves hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in expense 


items of expense, all of which 
are now at the highest level in 
prices, and none of which show 
any sign of reduction for funda- 
menta}] reasons.

we cannot reduce the COSTS of 
furnishing telephone service. 

We have carefully studied and 
analyzed the advertised reduc 
tion in prices, and find that they 
are upon articles of which we 
make but little, if any, use. Ap- 
plied to the telephone business, 
all known reductions in prices 
would not reduce the cost of fure 
nishing télephone service onee 
twentieth of one per gent. 

This is many times offset. by 
the increase in wages, which, is 
many places, we must make dure 
ing the current year. 

Our present operating revenues 
are practically equaled by our op» 


_erating expenses. If the present 


let-down in general business cone 
tinues for any appreciable tfme 
we will lose a material part of 
the gross revenue now received, 
which will make a still higher 
rate necessary if a deficit is 
avoided. 

We are not asking higher rates 
for the SAME SERVICE we fur- 
nished one, two or five years 
ago but for a much GREATER 
SERVICE which we now furnish, 
consisting of facilities to add 
many additional telephones to 
our system during the past one, 
two and five years. 

This fact should be considered 
when comparing the increase in 
rates we ask with the increase in 
the charges of railroad, express 
and other public utilities for the 
same quantity of service. 

We hope, as evéryone does, 
that in the relatively near future 
prices and the costs of operation, 
except labor, will be lower, but 
we see no immediate prospects 
of this result as far as the Tele- 
phone Company {is concerned. 

The increased rates we are 
now asking are based, in a meas- 
ure, upon this hope. If the pres- 
ent level of costs of operation go . 
higher, through causes beyond 
our control, the proposed rates 
will not yield a fair profit. 

It is important to remember 
that no rate for a publig utility 
is permanent. If conditions and 
prices so change in the future as 
to make the rates we are now 
asking yield too high a return, 
and if the Telephone Company 
should not reduce the rates vol- 
untarily, the Public Service Com- 
mission would. 

Conditions as they are must be 
met, not as they may or should 
be, 

The highest and best interest 
of the public is conserved in 
having the Telephone Company 
in position to supply facilities 
adequate to the demand for tel- 
ephones and service, and this 
way be prepared to rendeg at all 
times an adequate .

New Orleans, October 21.—Eng- 
lish labor news furnished most of 
the active power for the fluctua- 
tions in cotton today, and it was un- 
favorable enough to cause wide de- 
lines, although important buying 
was felt on all the soft spots and 
it gave the market recuperative 
power such as has not been in evi- 
dence for some time past. The 
weakest period came late in the ses- 
sion, but it was followed by a buy- 
ing wave so that the tone on the 
close was officially called very 
steady.

The British government is seem- 
ingly confronted with the alterna- 
tive of conceding to the demands of 
the coal strikers or accepting the 
challenge to an industrial war 
thrown down by the railway work- 
ers.

| Supporting Senator Harding because 


they know with his election the 
league of nations or any league can 
never be ratified. 

“It is amazing that men like 
Elihu Root and William Howard 
Taft and their assistants among 
the eminent pro-league republican 
can longer justify their support of 
Senator Harding in the face of the 


Ji facts unless they will frankly say 


they put party obligations ahead of 
their duty to conscience.” 

That Senator Harding, with his 
spee@h yesterday, now had taken 
14 different league positions was 
asserted by Governor Cox, cata- 
loguing 13 he has named previous- 
ly. The senator yesterday, nis op- 
ponent declared, “now restates his 


position as that of the day on which 
he accepted the nomination on the 
platform, which said ‘the league has 
signally failed.'”’ 

“The answer to that,” the gfov- 
ernor continued, “is that there are 
already forty-three members of the 
league and that it is an organiza- 
tion now functioning.” 


Harding’s Offer of Reward. 


Referring to Senator Hariding’‘s of- 
fer of a “reward” to anyone demon- 
Strating that he had taken viriant 
league positions, Governor Cox said 
he was present “to show how he has 
attempted to wiggle and wobbin his 
way into the presidency and to claim 
that reward not for himself. but 
for the people of America.” Sena- 
tor Harding, the governor declared, 
ironically, was complaining because 
he was misunderstood. 

Declaring that the senator’s lastest 
pronouncement seemed clear to Sen- 
ator Johnson, and that the Cali- 
fornian, insisted that Mr. Harding 
stood against the league, the gov- 
ernor continued: 

“This ought to define the is- 
sue in this campaign. Everyone 
who is against the league of nations 
is against me. That is one thing 
about which there can be no doubt. 
A few days ago, at Colunibus, I 
called the roll of the groups which 
had been arrayed under the reare- 
tionary banner and defined the prej- 
udices which had been. played upon 
inan attempt to divide the friends of 
peace. Among them we have a 
group of republicans, eminent men, 
who, in their hearts, and by their 
voices, approve the league of na- 
tions, and who still try to justify 
their support for the candidate who 
reiterates the statement that ‘the 
league has signally failed,’ and of 
whom Senator Johnson says: 

““He has put the league behind 
him. . . He is for outright re- 
jection.’ 

“What would happen to the leacue 
should Senator Harding be elected? 
He is definitely against it. There- 
fore the mandate of the people in 
his election would be to reject the 
league. But were it to be thoucht 
that Senator Harding was fooling 
Borah and Johnson instead of Tit 
and Root and that he would in the 
final analysis turn to the latter, 
even then there could be no rati- 
fication. Certainly senatorial can- 
didates elected coincidentally with 
*enator Harding would recognize 
the People’s mandate for staying 
out of the league and with his elec- 
tion In the senate we would have 
within his own party two distinct 
and warring groups, each of which

Doughboys themselves wouldn't 
have kicked at “Buddies,” played 
at the Atlanta theater last night— 
a wartime comedy interspersed 
with music. 

The piece could have gotten 
along’ creditably without the 
musical numbers, although they 
were enjoyable enough; it could 
have even succeeded in its mantfest 
effort to please without the sim- 
ple plot which George V. Hobart 
had wound through it; in other 

ords, it could have stood substan- 
tially on its own just because of 
its naturalness. . 

There’s nothing harder than to 
please 2 doughboy with a por- 
trayal of a doughboy. Nothing 
galls the ex-soldier quite so bit- 
terly as imitations of things over- 
seas which abound in error. 
Granted that the American army 
in France was the fault-findingest 
array of people ever assembled— 
doughboys enjoyed “Buddies” and 
“handed it to” the majority of the 


sort of courtyard 
which has been the front yard, 
back yard and lobby to many a 
veteran’s billet on the other side 
was .the scene of most of the ac- 
tion. The last act came even a 
bit closer home td the reminiscence 
powers of the ex-khaki’ clan. and 
disclosed the interior of a regular 
French barn.

Mr. Baird por- 
trayed, to general satisfaction, 
Rube, one of those men of every 
squad in Uncle Sam’s army, who 
wanted to keep cheerful, but who 
had real reason for the manly 
tears which would course down his. 
cheeks in his moments of solitude. 

Then there was Abie, by Harry 
Stanley, whose hands, palms up- 
turned; were essential to the suc- 
cessful ee oe of his vocabu- 
lary; Buddy, by Edwin Manlove, the 
hard-boiled guy from N’ Yawk. 

Squad Drill. 

Despite the fact that there were 
some unpolished spots in the ensem- 
ble, it is absolutely true that the 
gang pulled off a squad drill which 
was almost military, a thing un- 
heard of on the musical comedy 
stage. Biff, the sergeant, was ty- 
pically rough and ready in the por- 
trayal given the character by Hed- 
ley Hall. 

Louise Maitland, an American girl 
who made a very mysterious ap- 
Pearance at the billet to help com- 
plicated the love affairs, was depict- 
ed by Shirley Love, who danced 
and sang occasionally with Sonny. 

The piece is highly entertaining, 
and if you have a streak of Knowl- 
edge of how things were on the 
other side of the big drink—it will 
start a flock of reminiscences. If 
you haven’t, there fS§ enough humor 
to delight the most exacting miser 
of laughter.

“There can be no doubt as to 
the result if [| am elected. This 
is a referendum on the league of 
nations and at the election the will 
of the people will have been ex- 
pressed. I have repeatedly stated 
that it will be my intention to sit 
down immediately With the mem- 
bers of the United States senate; 
that I would accept reservations 
from any source whatever that were 
sincerely offered in helpfulness; 
that we would’consult with Presi- 
dent Wilson, with Judge Taft, with 
Elihu Root and others who are 
equipped to aid, and that face to 
face and man to man with our cards 
on the table, we would work out a 
result without partisan considera- 
tion which Would permit America to 
take her place in the league of na- 
tions of the world and in the only 
association of nations designed to 
prevent war that is possibie. It is 
this league with reservations or it 
is no league—and it is this league 
with reservations that I favor go- 
ing into.” 

Governor Cox was presented to his 
armory audience by Governor 
Ritchie, of Maryland, who declared 
that the Ohioan was “carrying high 
his standard toward the dawn of 
that day which has been the dream 
of all the ages, the day of lasting 
peace.” Senator Smith, of Mary- 
land and many other prominent 
democrats from Maryland and also 
from Washington were present, a 


block of 500 seats having been ren 


served for the capital delegation. 

Prior to his address, Governor Cox 
spent an afternoon visiting friends 
and resting at~his hotel, where an 
informal reception was held. An 
afternoon address On the program 
was canceled, to give the governor 
some relaxation. 

Governor Cox will leave here ear- 
ly tomorrow for a day of campaign- 
ing in New Jersey. He will speak 
at.Trenton and Princeton tomor- 
row morning with afternoon an‘4d 
night meetings at Newark and Jer- 
sey City. 

Mighty Roar Goes Up. 

A .Washington delegation, com- 
prising 800, came on a special train. 
Secretary Tumulty was in the party 
and he held a brief conference with 
the nominee. 

One of the sections in the armory 
was reserved for about 1,200 Ameri- 
can legion members, chosen as an 


escort for the governor in parading 
to the armory. The hall was dec- 
orated lavishly, equipped with a 
voice amplifying device and had two 
bands to entertain the crowd until 
Governor Cex arrived, behind a band 
and the ex-service men, 

A mighty roar went up when the 
great crowds—one of the largest of 
the candidate's in his travels— caught 
sight of the governor, cheering, 
whistling, hand-clapping and waving 
of banners and. tiny American flags. 
For ten minutes the demonstration 
rose and ebbed while the band 
played “Hail, Hail, the Gang’s All 
Here.” The legionaires sang, “It’s 
a Long, Long Trail,” and the cheer- 
ing continued for several minutes 
more. 

Spectators occupied every seat on 


the main floor and in the balcony, | 


—"* some hung from the steel gir- 
ers. 

Thousands stood in the balcony 
and in a deep fringe behind those 
seated on the main floor. 

During an automobile drive this 
afternoon, Governor Cox called upon 
Cardinal Gibbons and Bishop Mur- 
ray, of the Episcopal diocese of 
Maryland. 

In the Washington delegation here 
to hear the governor were Joseph P. 
Tumulty, secretary to President 
Wilson; Robert W. Woolley, inter- 
state commerce commissioner, and 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
Woodbury. Secretary Tumulty had 
a conference with Govérnor Cox be- 
fore the candidate went to the 
armory. 

When Governor Ritchie, introduc- 
ing Governor Cox, mentioned Presi- 
dent Wilsons name, the crowd cheer- 
ed for more than a minute and an- 
other. but longer demonstration, 
greeted the candidate. 

At the outset, referring apparent- 
ly to the arrest of a man who ques- 
tioned Senator Harding when he 
spoke in the armory a few weeks 
ago, Governor Cox drew cheers and 
when he gave the police ‘spet:cl] no- 
tice” that any one asking him a 
question was “rising in his right as 
an American citizen and visiting no 
discourtesy” upon him. The gover- 
nor’s statement that he ‘was hold- 
ing his meetings “in America, and 
not in Siberia,” got another cheer. 

Churches for League. 

Turning almost immediately to the 
league, the governor recounted uni- 
versa] church indorsement given it, 
he said, and, stating that Cardinal 
Gibbons favored the league, Gov- 
ernor Cox paid attribute to the 
haere as “a man whose golden- 

earted spiritual qualities were re- 
spetced by all creeds.” The gov- 
ernor had called on the cardinai 
during the afternoon. 

The armory crowd greeted the 
name of Senator Lodge, of Massa- 
chusetts, when the governor charac- 
terized him as “the basest conspirator 
in all the history of the human 
race.” The names of Senators Har- 
ding, Watson, Smoot, Penrose and 
Newberry were hissed when they 
were cited by the governor as on 
the “round robin.” 

There was a rising dgmonstra-: 
tion when the governor, declairne 
that a wave of sentiemnt for the 
leagzue was “sweening the country,” 
said that “the Hindenbure line of 
senatorial oligarchy” now was 
broken. 
Governor Cox amplified his posi- 
tion regarding the Lodge reserva-

tions in response to a quetion, and 
he declared: 

“If there’s anything good in a 
Lodge reservation, we'll never carry 
it into the league under that name.” 

The governor’s statement regard- 
ing the Lodge reservations was ap- 
pauded loudly, ‘after the crowd had 
objected to questioning of the 
speaker, but the governor insisted 
upon a free hearing. 

The interruption caused a tumult, 
quieted with difficulty, by the gov- 
ernor, and another arose when the 
same questioner asked the governor 
whether he would accept the Lodge 
resrevation relating to the Monroe 
doctrine. The governor replied that 
Judge Taft sent to President Wilson 
a provision giving “full protection” 
to the Monroe doctrine, and he cited 
the league’s article in that respect. 

The crowd hissed and howled at 
the governor’s questioner, who left 
the balcony rail, finally, while the 
audience, breaking into the candi- 
date’s address, cheered. . 

Replving to another question, the 
rpovernor gave his views upon pro- 
tecting Americans in Mexico, and the 
crowd applauded, and again, when 
he said, that “every person with 
large interests in Mexico” was sup- 
porting Senator Harding.

“Obviously America’s interests de- 
mand the electon of a senate that 
will spurn every form of interna- 
tionalism. 

To Aid Independent Republican. 
“So important do I regard the 
election of a senate hostile to the 
infamous doctrine of international- 
ism that 1 am hurrying to the close 
of this address that I may go to 
Wisconsin where the contest is be- 
tween Senator Lenroot, one of the 
mildest of the mild reServationists, 
and a democrat who indorses the 
league almost without change.

FRICTION IN RANKS 
OF RAIDERS DENIED 


Heads of Federal, Dry 
Agents ‘and Detective 
Department Deny Fric- 
tion Arising Over Arrest 
of Alleged Fake Officer. 


Emphatic denial of the existence 
of dissension between the federal 
prohibition enforcement department 
and the Atlanta detective depart- 
ment was expressed Thursday by 
D. J. Gantt, supervising federal pro- 
hibition agent for the southeast, and 
Lamar Poole, chief of the Atlanta 
police detective department. Anh ar- 
ticle appearing in an aftérnoon 
newspaper Thursday indicating that 
the two departments have become 
estranged over a clash in authority, 
and that a jealousy exists between 
the two forces as to who shall re- 
ceive rewards for the capture of 
blockade running automobiles, was 
discredited by both executives. 

Frank Miller, of West Palm Beach, 
Fla., whose arrest Monday night by 
Detectives Hornsby, Howell and 
Terry brought about the alleged 
controversy, Thursday afternoon was 
bound ower to the state courts for 
violating the prohibition law, be- 
ing held under $1,500 bong. The 
trial before Recofaer Johnson at- 
tracted many spectators. Several 
federal officials were present, among 
them being Supervisor Gantt, who 
was one of the principal witnesses 
for the frosecution. 

Miller was apprehended on Court- 
land street when a high-powered 
automobile was halted and searched. 
The car was found to contain 81 
quarts of rye whisky. Another car, 
which. the detectives had observed 
ahead of the whisky machine re- 
turned to the scene of arrest and a 
man got out of the car and gave 
his name as C. H. Nesle, and pre- 
sented the credentials of a revenue 
agent. 

Claim of Nesle. 

Nesle expalined that he was in 
the government service and that he 
had employed Miller to transport 
whisky through from Miami to At- 
lanta, where he intended to dis- 
tribute it through stool pigeons to 
local men suspected by the govern- 
ment as bootleggers. The-intention 
was to make the whisky sale and 
catch the .purchaser with the goods, 
he explained. He said that the 
whisky was being carried to a wait- 
ing automobile, whose driv was 
suspected ag being .a wholesale 
liquor dealer. Although Nesle dis- 
played his commission as a deputy 
revenue collector, he wore no badge, 
and the skeptical officers placed 
Miller under arrest.

Appointed This Year. 


“C, H. Nesie was appointed a fed- 
eral prohibition agent on February 
20 of this year on account of his fa- 
miliarity with methods employed by 
whisky smugglers who brought 
whisky to the Florida coast from 
the island of Bimini. Nesle was in- 
strumental in capturing more smug- 
gied liquor than any other federal 
officer in Florida. He had himself 
been a daring whisky smuggler, but 
came to us and declared he had been 
‘framed’ by big liquor interests, and 
because he had been made the scape- 
goat, wanted to get revenge. 

- “In April an indictment was re- 
turned in Baltimore against Charles 
Vencenti, charging him with con- 
spring to violate the national 
prohibition act by smuggling $300,- 
000 worth of fine whisky from t@at 
‘city to’‘the Bahama islands. The 
shipment consisted of 34,000 cases 
and 11,000 barrels-and was to have 
been ultimately shipped jinto this 
country via the Florida coast. route. 

“Nesle was one of the officers as- 
signed to the task of apprehending 
the man. The others were Special 
Agent Bobst, of the department of 
justice, and Agent Johnson, of Bal- 
timore, Vencenti was in Biminl. 
Unable to induce the man to come 
within the jurisdiction of this gov- 
ernment, the officers went on a 
fishing trip to Bimini. Under the 
pretext of wanting an estimate of 
the quantity of Whisky the fishing 
vessel would hold, the officers in- 
duced Vincenti to come aboard their 
vessel. Thus he was kidnapped, and 
brought to America.

MORE PAYMENTS 
-- TO THE RAILROADS 


Washington, October 21,—Secre- 
tary Houston today described as 
“final” the ruling of Comptroller 
Warwick that further payments to 
the railroads under the, guarantee 


provisions of the transportation act 
must be withheld until cemplete 
statements of amounts due are. sub- 
mitted by the roads. ‘ 

Under the transportation act, the 
secretary said. there is no alterna- 
tive left the treasury regarding ad- 
vatices on the government’s guar- 
antee after September 1. The 
comptroller’s decision, he added, is 
not subject to review by the depart- 
ment of justice, but must stand as 
the guide for the treasury in mak- 
ing guarantee payments to the 
roads. 

As the matter now stands, the 
secretary continued, it remains for 
the railroads of the country to ac- 
ecelerate their accounting and pre- 
sent their final estimates of the 
amount due them for the six months 
following federal control, and then 
the treasury will carry out the 
provisions of the act. 

According to present estimates, 
about $400,000,000 will be due the» 
roads, the secretary said, taking 
into account advances of $233,000,- 
000 m- te prior to September lI.
